The Armistice. 


The Paris Moriiteur gives the following 


explanation ofthe circumstances attending 
,he armistice between France and Austria. 
The great neutral powers exchanged com- 
munications with the object of offering 
heir mediation to the belligerents, whose 
irst act was to be an armistice; but the 
endeavor to bing about this result waa not 
successful until some days ago, when tbe 
?renth fleet was about to begin hostilities 
against Venice, and a new conflict belore 
Verona was imminent. 


The Emperor of France" faithful to his 


sentiments of moderation, and anxious to 
irevent the useless effusion of blood, did 
lot hesitate to assure himself whether the 
disposition of the Emperor of Austria was 
conformable to his own. It was a sacred 
duty for the two Emperors immediately to 
suspend hostilities, which mediation could 
rt.ider objection less. The Emperor of Aus- 
tria, having shown similar intentions, the 
armistice was concluded.

Villa Franca, on the morning of the llth 
The Emperor ol Austria was accompanied 
by Gens.
